920 000 tom in June compared 
with 592 OOO in the same month 
last year Deliveries during the 
first 18 days of July totaled 518 - 
OOO tons compared with 423 OOO 
in the same period last year 
Nevertheless, deliveries so far 
this year total only 4.855 OOO tons 
compared with 3.182 OOO a year 
earlier
